A Oommaudor Probably Fatally 
bounded. 

IjOXdo.v, Feb. lo. — (.Jomniaiidor W. 
H. C. fSelby of the Briii.sb man-of-was 
Falcon, while on a shooting excursion 
near Artalci, Asia Minor, was seriously 
wounded by an Albanian with an ax. 
Said Pasha ha.s ordered tho government 
of Artaki to arrest tho assailant. A 
Turkish and British man-of-war have 
proceeded to Artalci. Commander 
.Selljy is in a critical condition. 

Commandor Solby had been warned by 
the Albanian not to shoot in tho vicinity 
of his flock, but did not understand the 
warning. .Selby put hia gun on tho ground 
to show he was peacefully inclined, where- 
upon (he .-Mbauian attempted to seize it.

Many lay 
insensible to their surroundings, and 
others bruised and bleeding groped 
their way from the scene of tho terrible 
accident. People prayed in the open 
str('ot,and|the shrieks of tho dying were 
npiialling. Tho firo was abandoned, and 
everybody in a condition to do so turn- 
ed thoir attention to alleviating dis- 
tress.

in the pursuit of an education whicli 
shall bo at oneo athletic and ajsthetic. 
They seize Mr. Hughes by the hand, 
and ho escorts them across the briny 
deep, and- plants them in the wilds of 
Tennessee. They put a number of nec- 
essary buildings, and stake oft' a lawn 
tennis pasture, which they call Rugby, 
and thereupon proceed to enjoy them- 
aelvcs. But it ia plain that ^liilo the 
game of lawn tennis is going on, tliere 
must bo some provision made for thi? 
inner man. Somo one must build the 
tire, some one must bring water, some 
one mu.'it make the biscuit, some one 
fry the bacon, and some must grind tho 
eolfee; there must even bo a detail of 
children to jiick upchip.s. Right litu-e, 
as we understand it, tho first trouble 
begun. To those who wore engaged in 
tho business of preparing suppor, or 
breakfast, or dinner, as tlie case may 
bo, tho mountain breezes brought them 
the sighs of unutterable content from 
those who wero taking their ease in the 
lawn tennis pasture. Under these cir- 
cumstances, who couid allay the heart- 
burnings of those whom fate had tem- 
porarily shut out of the game I At first 
thero was a dispute as to who should 
cook and who should play, and this 
dispute widened and deepened into a 
question of still greater importance. 
Who was to supply tho food J Never- 
theless the game of lawn tennis went 
on. 

It is a curious face — but ncvertheles.s 
a fact — -that nobody can support him- 
self in tho climate of Tennessee by 
playing lawn tennis. It is a beautiful 
and ennobling game, no doubt, but it 
will not satisfy tho ugly customer 
known as hunger. Of course, things 
ought to b(3 different, and wo are will- 
ing that tho climateof tlieSonth should 
bo held partly to biumo but it isatrou- 
blo that is also common to the climate 
of tho North. If those who aro born 
and raised in that climatecannot clothe 
and feed themselves, and build towns, 
and institute banks,and erect churches, 
and endow colleges by playing lawn 
tennis, how can a colony of unacclimat- 
ed strangers hope to accomplish these 
things 1 It ia no wonder that some of 
tho moro prominent PtUgbians have re 
coivcd messages informing them their 
parents arc ill. Tho wonder is that 
the parents have not received informa- 
tion that the Rugbians aro ill. 

Wo do claim, however, the esteemed 
Indianapolis Journal to tho contrary 
notwithstanding, that a colony cau ac- 
complish as much in the South by play- 
ing lawn tennis as they can accomplish 
in the North. Our understanding is 
that it is a game which cannot bo plaj'- 
ed where the ground is covered with 
snow, and if this is the case we res- 
pectfully invite tha Bugbians to leave 
the inhospitable mountains of Tennes- 
see, and set up thoir stakes in the pas 
tures of Middle or Southern Georgia. 
We do not say that they 'can succeed 
bettor hero than on their present site, 
but certainly tliecold would not mater- 
ially interfere with the progress of the
